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EDITORIAL 


With the World Cup in Spain due to kick off 
next Sunday, this is a good time to assess the 
future of that wonderful competition. 
For the first time, there are 24 competing 
nations. We believe that is too many. There are 
going to be too many matches in Spain and, 
inevitably, many of them will be one-sided en- 
counters. If this happens, crowds will tumble and 
the greatest event in world sport will be down- 
graded as far as its prestige is concerned. 

It is interesting to ponder on the reasons for 
the number being increased from 16 to 24 teams. 
If You think it has:something to do with Soccer 
politics, you could be spot on. 

When Joao Havelange was lobbying keenly to 
assume presidency of FIFA some nine years ago, 
hé needed support from many countries to top- 
ple the well-established Sir Stanley Rous. 

And Mr Havelange sought those precious votes 
among the third world countries. He promised, if 
elected, to give a much better deal to the Afri- 
cans, Asians and Central Americans. Without 
doubt these were the people who handed the 
presidency of FIFA to the Brazilian. 

Then came the day of reckoning. The nations 
which had voted for Havelange rather than Rous 
wanted their pay-off. So the 1982 World Cup was 
opened up to twice as many qualifiers from the 
“backward” regions. Asia, thus, has sent both 
Kuwait and New Zealand to Spain. Africa and 
Central America, likewise, has increased its 
World Cup representation by 100 per cent. 

Although this means the Cup has had to be 
extended, lasting a full month, there is merit in 
giving bigger representation to the third world 
teams. . .providing those teams are strong enou- 
gh to avoid being outclassed. 

The big shots of Soccer in Europe do not agree. 
They laughed when Australia, under Rale Rasic, 
reached the final stages of the Cup in West 
Germany in 1974. There was even some bitter- 
ness from countries like England — because the 
English side had failed to qualify. “How can 
England be left out while Australia is in?” That 
question was asked many times. 

Australia did not perform very well in that 1974 
World Cup but this does not mean the Asian or 
the African qualifier will always fail. Countries 
like Israel, North Korea and Iran have fully 
justified their inclusion in World Cups in the past. 
They had as much right as England to be there 
.. .more right, in fact, because they successfully 
came through some pretty tough elimination 
matches to earn the honour. 

World football will have to make up its mind on 
one vital question. Should the World Cup feature 
the 16 (or 24) strongest national teams in the 
world or should it be open to all — with places 
allocated to the different geographical areas ? 

If we accept the premise that only the best 
teams may appear in the finals, it is conceivable 
that the so-called “World” Cup could one day be 
fought out only by teams from Europe: Brazil and 
Argentina would probably prevent this ever hap- 
pening — but it is possible. 


Ideally, the Cup should embrace nations from 
all parts of the globe — and it should also be 
restricted to the world’s strongest teams. 


Future World Cups should be restricted to 16 
teams — and they probably will be — but there 
must be places available for Asia, Africa and 
CONCACAF. 

That system has worked remarkably well for, 
many years. There is no valid reason for major 
changes.

MORE SECURITY FOR COACHES, 
SAYS BOTTALICO

“Add to this the fact that 
you have to achieve the 
impossible almost im- 
mediately and you have the 
whole picture. 

“String two winning 
games together and you're 
a hero — have two succes- 
sive losses and you face the 
sack ! 

“A ridiculous situation, 
maybe, but the sad fact is 
it’s true. 


“To really do the job 
properly, the Australian 
coach needs more security 
and the knowledge that he 
has the time and the power 
to carry out the task allot- 
ted to him. 

“And by this, I don’t 
mean coaches falling down 
on the job should be pro- 
tected. I mean that two or 
three bad results should not 
be the end of the road. 

“The club committee 
selects the coach and they 
should vet him thoroughly 
before offering him a con- 
tract. 

“He is then their choice 
and if he is sacked before 
his contract expires then 
surely they too must stand 
up and be counted for 
selecting him. 


“There are now some 
very fine and competent 
coaches in Australia and 
they must be given a proper 
chance to use their talents 
for the length of their con- 
tracts.” 

‘These are the words of a 
man who has been around 
Australian Soccer for quite 
a while and knows all there 
is to know about the local 


scene. 


And, at the present time, 
his team is in the dizzy

Also he has many of his 
own ideas on Australian 
Soccer and how.it should be 
administered and con- 
trolled. 

When Fil talks, he makes 
a great deal of sense and his 
ideas are sound. 

Sometimes — like all 
coaches in our set-up — he 
gets thoroughly fed-up with 
the game here, but this is 
only a temporary phase and 
does not last for long. 

He is a champion te the 
cause of his fellow coaches 
and thoroughly believes 
they deserve a better deal. 

““When top overseas 
coaches come here it is tre- 
mendous for our game and 
they bring with them great 
knowledge of the modern 
game,” he said. 

“However, under our 
present part-time system, I 
am convinced that unless 
they are also used in an 
administrative capacity 
such as Frank Arok at St 
George, the clubs are not 
petting full value for the 
high salaries they are pay- 
ing these top imports. 

“This is a great pity and 
the situation must be 
looked into and remedied. 

“Top-class, full-time pro- 
fessional coaches who are 
imported must be used to 
the limit and their talents 
must be capitalised on. For 
them only to coach part- 
timers in the evening is a 
terrible waste.

So he immediately 
contacted Dez Marton in 
Yugoslavia, and offered 
him a contract to come to 
Australia immediately. 

Arok knew Marton ex- 
tremly well, and was fully 
aware that Dez would be 
Saints’ main weapon in 
their arsenal in their at- 
tempt to win promotion 
into PSL where St 
George rightly belonged.

“T have neyer had to 


ros about Marton at 
all. He realises that the 
older he gets, the harder 
he must work at his fit- 
ness. He trains very hard 
and watches his food in- 
take strictly. No, I've got 
no complaints about him. 
You never have with the 
real professionals,” Arok 
added, 

Last year in the State 
League, Dez Marton 
scored 40 goals for the 
Saints, and was largely 
instrumental in their 
promotion this year to 
PSL. 


But everyone had 
doubts about Marton’s 
goal-scoring ability in 
PSL where the opposi- 
tion would be much stif- 
fer. Would he continue 
being a success for St 
George, or would he fall 
by the wayside? 

Arok didn’t have long 
to wait. Their first match 
of the season was away to 
Footscray, and with five 
minutes left, Saints were 
down 2-1. Arok brought 
on Marton, and of course 
Marton did the right th- 
ing and put away a goal 
for St George to score a 
valuable away point. 

Singe then, Marton has 
scored goals consistently, 
but it is not only his 
goalscoring ability which 
is proving a valuable as- 
set for St George this 
year. 

Marton has developed 
far more confidence in 
Australian Soccer, and 
this year is also setting up 
foals, as well as fostering 

iis young striker, Robbie 
Slater, in Robbie's debut 
season in senior Soccer. 


In Saints’ home match 
against Heidelberg, they 
were losing 0-1 at half- 
time, but again it was 
Marton who saved the 
side by scoring a magnifi- 
cent pressure goal, and 
four minutes later, swung 
the entire match his way 
by setting up his team- 
mate, “Kojak” Lorine, to 
score the winner. 

Weeks later, against 
heavyweights South Mel- 
bourne at home, Saints 
cracked another win, and 
again it was due mainly to 
Marton's efforts. In this 
match, although he never 
scored, Dez was easily 
the best player on the 
pitch with the non-stop 
pressure he inflicted on 
South’s back-four. Time 
after time, Marton took 
on defenders and swit- 
ched play in a split sec- 
ond, setting up goal 
chances, 

Recently, I was at the 
St George Stadium 
covering a State League 
match, and in the crowd, 
I saw Dez Marton. After 
the match, I approached 
Marton for a short in- 
terview, but he was wary 
about talking to me be- 
cause he maintained: his 
English was very bad and 
that we needed an in- 
terpreter. 

insisted we should at 
least give it a try. Try we 
did. Easy it was. And 
because it was all on Soc- 
cer, and with many simu- 
lated body actions, Dez 
Marton gave me a story 
. .. no problem at all. 

Two and a half hours 
later, still in the press 
room at the Stadium, we 
realised how late it was 
when we saw the security 
dogs through the 
window.

Who will ever forget Beckenbauer. He 
first burst onto the international arena 
back in 1966 where he played in the 
midfield for Germany in the World Cup 
in England.

They fell with another 19 people when a support rail 
broke under their weight as the crowd cheered the 
players running around the pitch carrying the trophy 
they had won. 

A stadium security controller said that the accident 
was not due to a building error of the stadium 
structure.

VICTORIANS KNOCK UP 


SOME HIGH SCORES >”

The Victorian U15 representative side completed their 13-day tour of New 
Zealand with 10 wins — nine against NZ local teams and one against the 
touring State team from NSW. 


‘The first game was against 
Tauranga and the Victorians 
ran out winners by 5-1.

‘The second game was play- 
ed at Hastings, against a 
selected side from Hawks 
Bay which had been at a 
coaching camp for one week 
before the match.
